Please rewrite the second full paragraph of page 9 of the application as follows: 

The lines and sheets that may be protected by the protectors therefore, are those that must 
withstand abuse such as from abrasion under hostile conditions, e.g., cold weather and salt 
air/water. If the line or sheet is swung thru an arc adjacent a rough edge, the protector along with 
enclosed line or sheet may be dragged sideways along rough edge resulting in the protector being 
subjected to dirt and abrasion while the enclosed hnes are fiilly protected. Li particular, the 
dragging action may cause an outside edge 80 of [thej a protector 82 to be pulled out and away 
from the spiral of the protector 82 when dragged in a direction as indicated at D in Figure 9. 
There are sufficient overlapping turns in the protector 82 to keep the line or sheet 84 fully 
covered and protected from the abrasive edge 86 as shown in Figure 9. 
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
